ADELONG - THE TOWN THAT DOESN’T EXIST 


The residents of Adelong awoke on Sunday, 
March 25", to read in the Sydney Sun Herald a 
report that the town of Adelong had been dis- 
continued and will no longer be gazetted under 
the geographical names act. This came as a sur- 
prise to the 900 residents, 550 residential prop- 
erties and 743 eligible voters of the town of 
Adelong. 


Adelong may not have the estimated 20,000 resi- 
dents of its former goldmining era, but for a set- 
tlement that has been discontinued geographi- 
cally, most of the town is heritage listed and on 
the national register, and is classed as a town of 
national importance and significance. 


Adelong has a major transport company, C.J. 
Dean (now part of Finemores) and a thriving 
horticultural, pastoral and orcharding industry, 
while currently a $400 million Visy pulp and

personality and life. 

Thus was born one of the most compelling 
psychopaths of crime fiction. Ripley’s pathological 
lack of guilt is one of the issues explored in this 
compelling play, which is also characterised by a lack 
of judgement about the characters. Despite this both 
the novelist and playwright also “paint an intensely 
moral picture” said Nagy. “Ripley is in fact a very 
moral play and what Nagy achieves is to get inside 
the mind of this unsympathetic anti-hero and bring it 
out on to the stage.

The Enterprise consists of commercial nursery, 
vineyard and winery, and since 1990 has become a 
significant contributor to the University. Brand sales 
have increased from 3,000 cases to 16,000 cases per 
annum, with the winery increasing its annual crush 
from 100 tonnes to 800 tonnes. The winery now 
processes for major Australian wine companies such 
as Southcorp and Yalumba who have substantial 
vineyard holdings and grape growing contracts in the 
region. 

The winery focuses on producing its own range of 
premium table and sparkling wines, but the improved 
facilities and excellent reputation of the CSU Winery 
have enabled contract grape processing and wine 
making for the burgeoning vineyard developments 
throughout the regions, stretching from Cowra on the 
Western Slopes of NSW, via the Hilltops region 
around Young to the cool climate of Tumbarumba in 
the Snowy Mountains. 

Wines from the CSU winery have been awarded 19 
trophies, 76 gold, 151 silver and 352 bronze medals 
in national wine shows since its establishment in 1977.
